E of the strangest utterances in the 
book-burning controversy. which has 
engulfed Victoria this week was made on 
Thursday by Ald.

That Red Ink 


CCORDING to reports from Ottawa, 

the federal government is ~“tooking 
around for additional props to shore up 
the tottering Dominion old-age pension 
fund, which has never been actuarially 
sound from the day it was established 
which in fact isn’t a fund at all as such 
arrangements are generally understood 
Since the new system of financing pen- 
sions. was introduced the~deficit has 
mounted steadily, until today it is reported 
to stand at $141,000,000. The government 
has covered this hitherfo by means of so- 
catled loans from the treasury in much 
the same way as it lends money to the 
CBC without any expectation of the 
treasury getting it back. 

This then is the “contributary” pen- 
sion plan which the government promised 
to introduce, In the accepted meaning of 
the word as applied to annuities and bene- 
fit schemes it is no more contributary and 
no more a fund than the revenue of any 
other branch of government provided 
from vear to year out of general taxes 
As a fund it offers no permanent protec- 
tion to anyone, because there is never any- 
thing in it but IOUs. The only difference 
dropping the misleading term “contribu- 
tary” and washing out the fund altogether

A New Military Norm 


{E promotion of Lieutenant-General 
Foulkes to the rank of full general is 
noteworthy not only because it caps a-fine 
military career but also because it marks 
a new norm for high command in this 
country. Never before has an active 
peasetime officer reached this rank. Can- 
ada has two other living generals in the 
persons of Generals MeNaughton and 
Crerar, both now retired from the military 
scene. The former was given this rank 
after he had relinquished command of Ca- 
nadian troops overseas during the war 
while the latter was suitably recognized 
while he commanded the First Canadian 
Army in action in Northwest Europe 
It could be thought perhaps that since 
the present military forces of Canada are 
geared to a comparatively small scal 
there is scarcely need for such high 
eminence. There are numerous generals 
of varying sub-degrees as it is. Adminis- 
trative commands must function under ap- 


propriate authority, however, even if the 
totality of numbers seems modest, especi- 
ally in a counITy Whére commands_are 
widely dispersed. In addition of course 
the postwar advisability of a joint chiefs 
of staff organization implies the elevation 
in status of the man at the top, and 
General Foulkes is chairman of the ser- 
vice board of this nature 

General Foulkes is one of the galaxy 
of professional officers of junior rank at 
the outbreak of the war who rose by 
innate merit and battle efficiency to 
senior rank at its-close. As head of the 
Canadian defense set-up he is this 
country’s military representative to 
NATO. His responsibilities are therefore 
large and important to his own country 
and to the western alliance. His new 
rank gives him the prestige and authority 
that should accompany his duties and en 
able him to meet other national military 
leaders on an equal footing
